Set your clock ahead one hour 
before retiring tonight if you 
would be on time Sunday morn­ 
ing. 
Daylight Saving Time goes into 
effect at 2 a. m. Sunday morning 
and practically all forms of trans­ 
portation will lie geared to “fast 
time” for the balance of the sum­ 
mer. 
The hour which is lost Sunday 
will not be made up until Daylight 
Saving Time ends on September 
26 in the fall. 
Railroads, which always main­ 
tain Eastern Standard Time on 
railroad timetables, will in many 
cases be operating on Daylight 
Saving Time by moving train 
schedules ahead to meet the new- 
time and in consulting timetables 
it is wise to check and make al­ 
lowance for the difference be­ 
tween Standard Time and Day­ 
light Saving Time. 
Most bus lines and other forms 
of transportation publish time­ 
tables based on Daylight Saving 
Time. Two Train Changes 
At the West Shore Railroad a 
check was made Friday to ascer­ 
tain the hour of arrival and de­ 
parture of trains but at the ticket 
office it was stated "no schedules 
had arrived.” However the “em­ 
ployes” timetables indicate only 
two changes in train time affect­ 
ing Kingston. 
Train No. 21, Weehawken to 
Kingston, which operates daily ex­ 
cept Sundays will leave Weehawen 
at 8:35 a. m. and arrive in Kings­ 
ton at 11:40 a. m. Its arrival in 
Kingston prior to the change was 
12:05. This train turns around at 
Kingston and runs to Weehawken. 
There is no change in the leav­ 
ing time from Kingston for Wee- 
hawken, it was stated. 
West Shore Train No. 2, run­ 
ning from Albany to Weehawken 
which has been arriving at 3:50 
and departing for New York at 
4:05 p. m. will arrive from Albany 
at 3:25 and depart at*3:40 o’clock, 
or 25 minutes earlier. Other trains 
will make no change in time ex­ 
cept the one hour to conform to 
Daylight Saving Time, their ar­ 
rival and departure time being 
shown on the' timetable at Stand­ 
ard Time which is an hour slower 
than Daylight Saving Time. 
Railroad time will change at 2 
a. m. Sunday.

Embassy Staff Ordered 
to Quit Moscow Fast 
Over Refusal to Give 
Up Fugitive Envoy 
Moscow, April 24 CP> — The 
Soviet Union has severed its dip­ 
lomatic relations with Australia 
because of that country’s refusal 
to hand back its fugitive envoy 
in Canberra, Vladmir Petrov, as 
an embezzler and swindler. 
In a note handed yesterday to 
Australian Charge d’Affaires Brian 
Hill in Moscow, the Russians ac­ 
cused the down-under country’s 
government of a “large-scale cam­ 
paign of slander” in its allegations 
that Petrov tied his post as third 
secretary in the Soviet Embassy 
at Canberra and handed over a 
mass of documents said to have 
exposed a Communist spy ring. 
It demanded that Hill, top- 
ranking Australian envoy to the 
Kremlin, leave with the five- 
member embassy stall immediate­ 
ly. Soviet Deputy Foreign Min­ 
ister Andrei Gromyko told Hill the 
Russians wanted "the staff moved 
out in two or three days. 
Close Australia Office 
At the same time the Russians 
recalled Ambassador Nikolai E. 
Generalov from Australia and an­ 
nounced the embassy there would 
be closed. 
(In Canberra, the big Soviet 
Embassy staff was busy today 
burning documents and books in 
a huge bonfire in its fenced-in 
yard. There was no indication 
exactly when the Russians would 
leave Australia.) 
In addition to repeating the 
Soviet demand for the arrest of 
Petrov on charges of swindling 
and embezzling Russian Embassy 
funds, the note accused the 
Australian Government of kid­ 
naping Mrs. Petrov, who the 
Australians say was granted polit­ 
ical asylum with her husband. 
Two Reunited 
Australia already had rejected 
the demand for the return of 
Petrov when it was made earlier 
by Generalov, and kept him in a 
secret hiding place. Mrs. Petrov 
was reunited with him after a 
tumultuous incident in which she 
was taken from a plane at Darwin 
just as she was about to depart 
with Soviet agents for Moscow.

Kurdt explained, “Should it be 
voted to organize a Community 
Chest on Monday night, a com­ 
bined drive for funds would he 
conducted next fall for the calen­ 
dar year of 1955. 
“The organizations involved will 
lie asked to submit budgets to the 
budget committee, which will en­ 
able them to operate satisfactor­ 
ily until the end of 1955. There­ 
fore, part of any organization’s 
financial requirements for 1955 
may come from the current cam­ 
paigns, and part from the united 
drive.” 
The money now being sought by 
the YMCA, for instance, is needed 
for a fiscal year already begun. 
The money raised in the current 
YMCA campaign will be needed 
whether or not the Community 
Chest becomes a reality.

Market Is Back With Vigor 
After Much Selling Trouble 


New York. April 24 
—The 
stock market ran into a lot of sell­ 
ing troubles this week, but it had 
the strength to snap back with 
vigor. 
It is true that a major portion 
of the buying on the recovery was 
highly selective. 
Nevertheless, 
there was a general response in 
the market as a whole, and prices 
firmed. 
Douglas Aircraft was a key is­ 
sue in the drive ahead. During 
the week it reported doubled earn­ 
ings in the quarter ended Feb. 28, 
and directors voted increased divi­ 
dend payments. On Wednesday 
the stock was up 4%, on Thurs­ 
day it added 5 points, and on Fri­ 
day it surged ahead 8 points to 
close at 129%—a net gain on the 
week of 15%. 
There were other good earnings 
reports and other good gains, but 
none like Douglas. Actually, the 


Douglas and other earnings re- 
I ports set the feet of the market 
on the upward path after the 
break early in the week. 
What the market did this week 
it has been doing with regularity 
ever since it hit bottom in Septem­ 
ber last yeac and started a sharp 
climb that has taken it into new 
high ground for the past 24 years. 
In the last seven and a half 
months, there has been no major 
reaction, but there have been 
many minor reactions usually cov­ 
ering a week or less.

Clash Between Soviet, 
W est Over Role of 
China at Geneva Is 
Major Issue 


Paris, April 24 UP)—The Big 
Three Foreign Ministers would up 
four days of private strategy talks 
today convinced many obstacles 
will have to he hurdled before the 
Geneva Conference gets down to 
its primary business of trying to 
bring peace to Korea and Indo­ 
china. 
U. S. Secretary of State Dulles, 
British Foreign Secretary Eden 
and French Foreign Minister 
Georges Bidault arranged a final 
get-together this afternoon (at 10 
a. m. EST) to iron out their strat­ 
egy for the Geneva meeting which 
opens Monday. 
Following this meeting, Dulles 
and Bidault plan to leave for 
Geneva today. Eden was sched­ 
uled to fly there tomorrow. 
Bidault was given a free hand 
today by the French Cabinet to 
negotiate for France at the con­ 
ference. 
Long-Distance Clash 
A long-distance clash by diplo­ 
matic note between Russia and 
the west over the role of Red 
China at the Geneva Conference 
made it clear this problem in it­ 
self would be a major issue to he 
worked out before the conferees 
in Switzerland ever would come 
to the specific questions for which 
they were convened. 
Russia formalized her demand 
that the Communist Chinese dele­ 
gation headed by Premier-Foreign 
Minister Chou En-lai he granted

The west 
promptly said no. 
Although this is described as 
merely a procedural problem, it 
has assumed the proportions of a 
major issue of the conference. 
The Russians apparently realize 
Dulles is on a delicate spot be­ 
cause of strong American feeling 
against any sort of recognition of 
Red China and because of the 
growing feeling among other 
western powers that the United 
States is attaching too much im­ 
portance to this issue. 
Won’t Drop Issue 
For this reason, it is generally 
believed Russia will not drop the 
issue simply because formal west­ 
ern notes yesterday rejected its 
Big Five proposal. 
The western stand, hardened by 
the attitude of the United States, 
is that Red China is no different 
than any of the other several in­ 
terested countries which were in­ 
vited by the Big Four to a con­ 
ference on Korea and Indochina. 
The United States also insisted 
that the Big Four invitation make 
it plain Red China’s attendance is 
not implied recognition of the 
Peiping regime. 
But a high French official said 
yesterday his government will 
push for agreement on an imme­ 
diate cease-fire in Indochina be­ 
fore the Geneva parley bogs down 
over whether Communist China is 
an honorable big power. 
This feeling is motivated by the 
strong popular demand in France 
that the seven-year war against 
the Communist-led Vietminh reb­ 
els in Indochina be brought to an 
end. 
C hou Sees Possibilities 
Geneva, Switzerland, April 24 
UP)—Rod China’s Chou En-lai ar­ 
rived today lor the Geneva con­ 
ference and said he believed the 
parley “will provide possibilities 
for the settlement” of Asian is­ 
sues.The Peiping premier and for­ 
eign minister touched down on 
soil this side of the Iron Curtain 
for the first time since the Com­ 
munists took power over China’s 
450 millions five years ago. Wear­ 
ing a navy blue uniform and 
overcoat, he was greeted at the

When finishing with stain and 
filler, it’s advisabe to give the sur­ 
face a thin coat of white shellac 
after the stain has become thor­ 
oughly dry and before apply ing the 
filler.

Filler Is Needed 
For Some Woods 


O pen grained woods, such as 
oak, ash, ch estn u t and w alnut re ­ 
quire a filler to fill the pores of 
the wood so as to avoid a surface 
wi t h a pitted appearance. In p re ­ 
paring any filler, it is first neces­ 
sa ry to thin it to proper brushing 
consistency — about 
like 
thin 
cream . Any paint dealer can give 
advice reg ardin g the type of m a ­ 
terial for use in thinning. 
Som etim es it is advisable to use 
both stain and filler to obtain the 
results desired. In such a case, the 
stain is applied first. A silver gray 
finish on oak, for instance, can be 
obtained by first staining the wood 
w ith a silver g ray stain, then fill­ 
ing it w ith a zinc or w hite filler. 
W hen finishing w ith stain and 
filler, it’s advisabe to give the s u r­ 
face a thin coat of w hite shellac 
a fte r the stain has become th o r­ 
oughly d ry and before applying the 
filler.

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EASING THE LOAD 
The American mo to rist qualifies fo r the 
title o f mo st frequently tax ed perso n in the 
wo rld. He pay s federal ex cise tax es when 
he buy s a car, pay s annual registratio n and 
license fees to the state, perhaps a city tax 
also . He pay s tax es o n his gaso line and to lls 
o n many o f the ro ads he driv es o v er. He has 
to pay fo r parking either in fees fo r curb 
meters and o ff-street lo ts—o r fo r a ticket 
fo r o v er-parking. 
The American Auto mo bile Asso ciatio n 
po ints o ut that the mo to rist o ften has to pay 
a ro y alty o n the gaso line he buy s o n to ll 
ro ads. State-leased statio ns o n these ro ads 
charge fro m two to three and a half cents 
mo re per gallo n than do statio ns alo ng public 
highway s. The AAA suggests that the 
mo to rist co uld be spared this penalty if 
states sto pped leasing serv ice statio n sites 
o n to ll ro ads to o il co mpanies o n a mo no po ­ 
listic basis. 
While the mo no po ly sy stem can be ex ­ 
plained as an effo rt by the states to o btain 
max imum rev enues fro m their to ll ro ads, 
by selling business co ncessio ns as well as 
fro m to lls, it impo ses ano ther penalty o n the 
already o v er-burdened mo to rist. If driv ing 
were simply a lux ury , such tax burdens 
might be justified. But it is no lo nger a lux ­ 
ury . Usually it is a necessity , and it is unfair 
to heap tax upo n tax . 
Happily , the AAA no tes that so me states 
are mo v ing away fro m the mo no po listic co n­ 
cessio n trend, and are enco uraging co mpeti­ 
tio n amo ng serv ice statio ns o n their to ll 
ro ads. Certainly tax relief fo r the mo to rist 
sho uld be enco uraged.

THE QUESTION OF ESPIONAGE 
When the Bolsheviks took over in Russia in 
19 17, they fo u n d an inctitution known as the 
Okhrana, a hated, ieared secret police which pene­ 
trated into every nook and corner of Russian life. 
The Bolsheviks pietended to abolish this 
a g en cy 
o f in vestig a tio n a n d 
espionage, but actually they 
did nothing but change its name to Cheka. Since 
then it has been called the OGPU, the NKVD, and 
now the MVD. Nothing really 
ch a n g es 
but the 
n a me. 
t 
Top men in this force are highly trained in 
special schools dedicated to special tasks. Those 
designated fo r fo reig n service are not only taught 
fo reig n languages, but foreign habits, such as styles 
of eating, lashions in clothes, little nationalistic 
traits oi character. Personalities are made over to 
fit p a rticu la r 
jobs. 
The MVD, in its ex ternal operations, employed 
many men and women who are not Russians. Some 
of these were trained in one or more of their 
sch o o ls in Moscow; others were natives of the 
countries who were never trained but who were 
selected lor particular positions. 
Stalin, who never trusted his shadow, main­ 
tained a competing organization, the Fourth Sec­ 
tion of the Red Army, which was also engaged in 
espionage operations in foreign countries. These 
two organizations were kept strictly separated; 
they never cooperated on enterprises and they 
rarely discovered each other’s operatives. Every­ 
body in each organization employed different cover 
names. Stalin could check one against the other, 
often discovering defections in one through the re­ 
ports of the other. Juliet Poyntz, who was kid­ 
naped or murdered in New York, is believed to 
have belonged to the Fourth Section ot the Red 
Army. 
Every member of the Communist Party in any 
part of the world is potentially an agent of one of 
these organizations. The Communist Party is dif­ 
ferent from, let us say, the Republican and Demo­ 
cratic Parties because it is a disciplined organiza­ 
tion, each member being ex pected to spend the 
whole of his days at the service of the party and 
under its strict orders. It is because of this rigid 
discipline, often voluntary, often the product of 
fear of death, that so few persons can accomplish 
so much. The Control Commission of the Party, in 
each country and centralized in the Kremlin, main­ 
tains a discipline over the members Many leave 
the party to become workers for the MVD or the 
Fourth Section of the Rod Army. 
When they are ordered to become espionage 
agents, they go. as" the phrase is, underground. 
They take on a new coloration. They sometimes 
are ordered to take on a most respectable cover, 
such as a business or professional life, to avoid any

Party. Anti-Communist workers have grown wary 
of this phase of Soviet operations and usually 
search diligently into the past of ex -Communists 
for the truth.

PARTIAL LOSS OF HAIR—BALD PATCHES 
When an individual begins to lose his hair while 
he is still young ho is naturally greatly upset and 
tries various remedies to promote a new’ growth of 
hair. Loss of hair prematurely causes the individual 
to look older than his real age and, in the great 
majority of cases, causes an inferiority complex . 
I have written before about the Chicago physi­ 
cian who had apparently been successful in growing 
hair on those who had lost their hair or some of 
their hair at an early age. His illustrations show­ 
ing the new’ growth of hair were so convincing that 
he had no difficulty in getting backers to aid him 
in further efforts to grow hair. Unfortunately, des­ 
pite his intensive investigations, his results were 
so disappointing that he finally gave up and publ­ 
ished his failure in the Journal of The American 
Medical Association. 
Since that time, despite the numerous efforts to 
grow hair, little or nothing has been accomplished. 
When the hair falls out and leaves bald patches, 
it is called alopecia areata, a number of such cases 
o ccu rrin g in young individuals- much to their em­ 
barrassment, of course. 
In Postgraduate Medicine, Dr. Norman Tobias, 
reports a series of 123 cases of alopecia areata 
which were studied from the standpoints of age, 
sex, and the relapse rate. He also reports the re­ 
sults of the treatm ent given in these cases. Dr. 
Tobias states that an increasing frequency of alo­ 
pecia areata has prompted this study in order to 
ascertain the predisposing factors, the response to 
treatment, and the number or percentage of cases 
that recurred. 
“The disease is a patchy alopecia of unknown 
origin which appears suddenly, produces various 
degrees of embarrassment (inferiority complex ) and 
follows a capricious course.” 
In a close study of 123 cases of which 73 were 
followed, several interesting facts were obtained 
regarding clinical characteristics, predisposing fac* 
tors, course and response to treatment. The usual 
reason the patient consults the physician is fear 
of total loss of hair and embarrassment because 
it can be observed by everybody. His first question 
is "How long will it take for my hair to grow 
back?” 
Both sex es are equally affected. 
Dr. Tobias further reports that fifteen patients 
complained of certain symptoms before the hair loss 
occurred — headache, neuralgic pain and itching. In 
36 of these cases emotional disturbances were pres­ 
ent—pending divorce suits, school ex aminations and 
others. 
Only three patients had definite focal infections 
^infected teeth, tonsils, gums. 
Of the 73 cases followed. 26 had relapses. The 
relapses were more numerous in nervous individ­ 
uals. 
As to treatment, physicians are not agreed. In 
fact, some are opposed to any treatm ent as (1) 
the hair usually grows back in a m atter of months 
and (2) treatment may prolong the symptoms.

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EASING THE LOAD 
The American motorist qualifies for the 
title of most frequently taxed person in the 
world. He pays federal excise taxes when 
he buys a car, pays annual registration and 
license fees to the state, perhaps a city tax 
also. He pays taxes on his gasoline and tolls 
on many of the roads he drives over. He has 
to pay for parking either in fees for curb 
meters and off-street lots—or for a ticket 
for over-parking. 
The American Automobile Association 
points out that the motorist often has to pay 
a royalty on the gasoline he buys on toll 
roads. State-leased stations on these roads 
charge from two to three and a half cents 
more per gallon than do stations along public 
highways. The AAA suggests that the 
motorist could be spared this penalty if 
states stopped leasing service station sites 
on toll roads to oil companies on a monopo­ 
listic basis. 
While the monopoly system can be ex­ 
plained as an effort by the states to obtain 
maximum revenues from their toll roads, 
by selling business concessions as well as 
from tolls, it imposes another penalty on the 
already over-burdened motorist. If driving 
were simply a luxury, such tax burdens 
might be justified. But it is no longer a lux­ 
ury. Usually it is a necessity, and it is unfair 
to heap tax upon tax. 
Happily, the AAA notes that some states 
are moving away from the monopolistic con­ 
cession trend, and are encouraging competi­ 
tion among service stations on their toll 
roads. Certainly tax relief for the motorist 
should be encouraged.

THE QUESTION OF ESPIONAGE 
When the Bolsheviks took over in Russia in 
1917, they found an institution known as the 
Okhrana, a hated, feared secret police which pene­ 
trated into every nook and corner of Russian life. 
The Bolsheviks pretended to abolish this agency 
of investigation and espionage, but actually they 
did nothing but change its name to Cheka. Since 
then it has been called the OGPU, the NKVD, and 
now the MVD. Nothing really changes but the 
name. 
# 
Top men in this force are highly trained in 
special schools dedicated to special tasks. Those 
designated for foreign service are not only taught 
foreign languages, but foreign habits, such as styles 
of eating, fashions in clothes, little nationalistic 
traits of character. Personalities are made over to 
fit particular jobs. 
The MVD, in its external operations, employed 
many men and women who are not Russians. Some 
of these were trained in one or more of their 
schools in Moscow; others were natives of the 
countries who were never trained but who were 
selected for particular positions. 
Stalin, who never trusted his shadow, main­ 
tained a competing organization, the Fourth Sec­ 
tion of the Red Army, which was also engaged in 
espionage operations in foreign countries. These 
two organizations were kept strictly separated; 
they never cooperated on enterprises and they 
rarely discovered each other’s operatives. Every­ 
body in each organization employed different cover 
names. Stalin could check one against the other, 
often discovering defections in one through the re­ 
ports of the other. Juliet Poyntz, who was kid­ 
naped or murdered in New York, is believed to 
have belonged to the Fourth Section of the Red 
Army. 
Every member of the Communist Party in any 
part of the world is potentially an agent of one of 
these organizations. The Communist Party is dif­ 
ferent from, let us say, the Republican and Demo­ 
cratic Parties because it is a disciplined organiza­ 
tion, each member being expected to spend the 
whole of his days at the service of the party and 
under its strict orders. It is because of this rigid 
discipline, often voluntary, often the product of 
fear of death, that so few persons can accomplish 
so much. The Conlrol Commission of the Party, in 
each country and centralized in the Kremlin, main­ 
tains a discipline over the members. Many leave 
the party to become workers for the MVD or the 
Fourth Section of the Rod Army. 
When they are ordered to become espionage 
agents, th^y go, as the phrase is, underground. 
They take on a new coloration. They sometimes 
are ordered to take on a most respectable cover, 
such as a business or professional life, to avoid any 
relationship with members of the Communist 
Party. Anti-Communist workers have grown wary 
of this phase of Soviet operations and usually 
search diligently into the past of ex-Communists 
for the truth. 
In some 300 instances of contact of one type 
or another with ex-Communists, I believe that I 
only know of one backslider, but I keep my fingers 
crossed. 
I want to make it clear that I have no doubt 
whatsoever about persons like Beniamin Gitlow, 
Jay Lovestone, Louis Budenz, Elizabeth Bentley, 
Paul Crouch. I mention these names because a 
widespread campaign is evident to smear these par­ 
ticular persons. The object of this camDaign is to 
destroy their usefulness. It is an old trick—as old 
as the original Okhrana—for the Russian espionage 
organizations to denounce those who have betrayed 
them by publicly giving the impression that they 
still belong to their organizations. It casts a doubt 
upon those who arc fighting them. 
In the most modern development of these oper­ 
ations. many persons who work for them do not 
know that they are operatives for a particular 
espionage organization. I have tri^d to discover in 
the available material whether Julius Rosrnberg. 
for instance, was a conscious and trained operative 
or a casual pulled out of Communist Party mem­ 
bership. As far-fetched as this may appear to 
Americans, it is so that they are casuals, who arc 
idealistic or disgruntled or in love with an opera­ 
tive. They drop such persons when they have per­ 
formed particular tasks. Sometimes such persons 
arc killed. 
I first encountered the Okhrana in Sweden in 
1911 on my way to Russia. I have been studying its 
numerous manifestations since then. This short 
summary is based on this prolonged experience in 
Russia, Siberia. China, Janan and the United States.

PARTIAL LOSS OF HAIR—BALD PATCHES 
When an individual begins to lose his hair while 
he is still young he is naturally greatly upset and 
tries various remedies to promote a new growth of 
hair. Loss of hair prematurely causes the individual 
to look older than his real age and, in the great 
majority of cases, causes an inferiority complex. 
I have written before about the Chicago physi­ 
cian who had apparently been successful in growing 
hair on those who had lost their hair or some of 
their hair at an early age. His illustrations show­ 
ing the new growth of hair were so convincing that 
he had no difficulty in getting backers to aid him 
in further efforts to grow hair. Unfortunately, des­ 
pite his intensive investigations, his results were 
so disappointing that he finally gave- up and publ­ 
ished his failure in the Journal of The American 
Medical Association. 
Since that time, despite the numerous efforts to 
grow hair, little or nothing has been accomplished. 
When the hair falls out and leaves bald patches, 
it is called alopecia areata, a number of such cases 
occurring in young individuals—much to their em­ 
barrassment, of course. 
In Postgraduate Medicine, Dr. Norman Tobias 
reports a series of 123 cases of alopecia areata 
which were studied from the standpoints of age, 
sex, and the relapse rate. He also reports the re­ 
sults of the treatment given in these cases. Dr. 
Tobias states that an increasing frequency of alo­ 
pecia areata has prompted this study in order to 
ascertain the predisposing factors, the response to 
treatment, and the number or percentage of cases 
that recurred. 
“The disease is a patchy alopecia of unknown 
origin which appears suddenly, produces various 
degrees of embarrassment (inferiority complex) and 
follows a capricious course.” 
In a close study of 123 cases of which 73 were 
followed, several interesting facts were obtained 
regarding clinical characteristics, predisposing fac­ 
tors. course and response to treatment. The usual 
reason the patient consults the physician is fear 
of total loss of hair and embarrassment because 
it can be observed by everybody. His first question 
is “How long will it take for my hair to grow 
back?” 
Both sexes are equally affected. 
Dr. Tobias further reports that fifteen patients 
complained of certain symptoms before the hair loss 
occurred — headache, neuralgic pain and itching. In 
36 of these cases emotional disturbances were pres­ 
ent-pending divorce suits, school examinations and 
others. 
Only three patients had definite focal infections 
—infected teeth, tonsils, gums. 
Of the 73 cases followed. 26 had relapses. The 
relapses were more numerous in nervous individ­ 
uals.As to treatment, physicians are not agreed. In 
fact, some are opposed to any treatment as (1) 
the hair usually grows back in*a matter of months 
and (2) treatment may prolong the symptoms.

Washington, NEA—Five Amer­ 
ican oil companies are now nego­ 
tiating in Teheran for an 8 per 
cent interest apiece in the Anglo- 
Iranian oil concession. 
They are the same five against 
which the U. S. Department of j 
Justice has pending a civil anti- ¡ 
trust suit charging conspiracy to 
operate a w’orld oil cartel. 
This situation presents the Ad­ 
ministration with an entirely in­ 
consistent policy on foreign oil 
development. On the one hand 
the government has gone to court 
to break up an international car­ 
tel. 
¡ On the other hand, the Admin­ 
istration has been urging the 
same five companies to join a 
new cartel to get Iranian produc­ 
tion going again. It could pro­ 
vide some economic stability for 
the long-floundering and bank­ 
rupt Iran government. 
* * * 
The FIVE U. S. companies in­ 
volved in this two-way action are 
Soconv Vacuum, Standard of New ! 
Jersey, Standard of California, 1 
The Texas Company and Gulf Oil 
Company. 
Cabled news dispatches from 
the Iranian capital have indicated 
that the five companies have re-1 
ceived a commitment from the 
U. S. government. This commit­ 
ment grants them immunity from 
prosecution under the antitrust 
laws if the now' pending deal is 
accepted by Iran. But no official 
government source in Washington 
will talk about it. 
The apparent reason for this 
enforced silence is that everyone 
is afraid of saying something that 
might upset the deal. Iranian oil 
production has been shut down 
since June, 1951. 
That was when Iran’s govern­ 
ment nationalized its oil proper-1 
ties and seized the huge Abadan j 
refinery at the head of the Per- ¡ 
sian Gulf. 


This threw out the Anglo-Iran- 
ian Oil Co. which had a 60-year 
concession on oil rights in the 
country. 
Anglo-lranian had of­ 
fered Iran a new' agreement with 
a 50-50 split of income, but Iran 
turned it down and kicked the 
British out. 
In the nearly three years since 
then, at least three major Ameri­ 
can attempts have been made to 
bring Britain and Iran together 
to get production going. All 
failed. 
In these negotiations it became 
apparent that the Iranians would 
not accept Anglo-lranian — in 
wnich tne British government 
holds a direct interest—as the ex­ 
clusive concessionaire. 
Some British sources believed 
that American companies were 
trying to muscle in on the rich 
Iranian holdings. Rut no Ameri­ 
can company wanted to be respon­ 
sible for starting international 
claim jumping. 
This was the situation when the 
Eisenhower administration took 
over in January, 1953. Hert>ert 
Hoover, Jr., as petroleum adviser 
to the State Department, made a 
trip to London and Teheran, try­ 
ing to work out a new' deal. He 
is generally given credit for being 
an important middleman in or­ 
ganizing the new four-nation set­ 
up.Under this proposal Anglo-lran­ 
ian w’ould retain 40 per cent in­ 
terest. 
Royal Dutch Shell ¿md 
Compagrfie Francaise des Pctroles 
would get 10 per cent each. The 
remaining 40 per cent would he 
split between the five U. S. com­ 
panies. 
The intriguing angle to this 
is provided by the pending anti- 
tvi* 1 sib" ap^ ^st the five. This 
suit was filed by U. S. Attorney 
L.v.1*, rai Herbert Brownell on 
April 21, 1953. It charges that 
since 1928 these companies have 
acted in a conspiracy to control 
foreign oil production, manipulate 
world prices and divide foreign 
marketing.

Combined With Linen 


For Woven Pieces 
By MARIANNE DAVIS 
Freeman Society Editor 
The ancient art of weaving that 
was practiced by the Incas in 
Peru and our own American In ­ 
dians, is now producing gold and 
silver 
tablecloths 
to 
grace 
the 
formal dinners in many American 
homes. Mrs. Victor Bitterm an of 
W est Shokan. who is known pro­ 
fessionally as Angela 
Von Den 
Driesch, is one person responsible 
for bringing this art out of the 
museum and into the field of busi­ 
ness. 
In her studio are several four- 
harness looms, and one which is 
the width of the room, 
to be 
worked by two persons simutane- 
ously producing a 
banquet size 
tablecloth. At work on a cocktail 
napkin 
set 
when 
the 
Freeman 
photographer and society editor 
called, was Miss Lydia Scott of 
Shokan. 
“I ’m 
using 
linen 
and 
gold 
metallic thread for these napkins,” 
she explained,” and the patterns 
are made by stepping on the dif­ 
ferent treadles” and she demon­ 
strated the coordinated hand and 
foot movements. 
“Would you 
like 
to 
try 
it? ” 
suggested 
Mrs. 
Bitterman. 
“I 
could explain and explain but you 
m ust get the 
feeling 
of 
sitting 
down and actually weaving.” 
Pushing 
the 
“bar”

forth, working the treadles, and 
learning to slide the shuttle across 
the threads, despite one mishap 
when it dropped with a loud clat­ 
ter, was reasonably easy. 
In fact,

is to it? 
Designs Own Patterns 
By no means, as both Miss Scott 
and Mrs. Bitterm an hastily ox- 
plajned. 
The complications arise 
because all patterns are worked 
out personally on paper by Von- 
dondriesch, then must bo tran slat­ 
ed to the loom, moaning tho h ar­ 
ness m ust be threaded painstak­ 
ingly according to tho scheme. 
“I design all my own patterns, 
because that is the only way tho 
work is really correct.” 
Hailing 
from Germany at the border of 
Holland, she first learned weaving 
a t the Academy at Dusseldorf un­ 
der Professors 
Von 
Wecus and 
Aufseeser. 
Brought 
up 
in

colorful town of Krafeld, in which 
every house held a loom for silk 
weaving only, she seized on an 
idle loom when she first arrived at 
the academy.

Critics of Little League baseball and other youth sports— and 
those people who just can’t be bothered to take part in the super­ 
vision and promotion of youth activities— should have heard Father 
John Drew’s speech before a group of old time baseball players 
this week at the Elks Club. 


Specifically, it was a reception to the Maryknoll priest who spent 
seven years as a missionary in China and Formosa by the remnants 
of Dr. Francis E. O'Connor's Kernels and Bill Edelmuths Roaring 
Forties, now turned the Feeble Fifties. 


The youthful Father Drew, whose missionary was closely 
guarded and harassed by the Communists since 1950, pointed 
up the terrible contrast between the small fry of America and 
those in Asiatic lands dominated by the Commies. 
It was a pertinent subject because from the hilarious baseball (?) 
games between the teams managed by Dr. O’Connor and Edelmuth 
emerged the old Kingston Athletic Association. Which in turn was 
dissolved to form the present Little League Association. 
Father Drew’s remarks were off the cuff and off the record, <ii- 
rected at some of the old cronies who combined to make travesty of 
baseball when the Kernels met Roaring Forties. It was a dynamic 
speech filled with first hand information of how the Communists 
first infiltrate, take over a country and then indoctrinate and propa­ 
gandize their victims. 
“It is to the everlasting credit of the American way of life, 
that we can gather here tonight and reminisce about a happy 
period in our lives,” Father Drew said. 
lie went on to commend the old time ball players for their in­ 
terest in sports activities and warned them never to relax their 
interest and concern to build youth with strong bodies and clear 
minds. 
“Youth activities and sports as we know thorn. ’ just don't exist 
in China and other Asiatic countries,” said Father Drew. “Instead 
3f teaching kids how to play sports, they overpower them with Com­ 
munistic propaganda. The theme is always the same . . 
world dom­ 
ination by the complete elimination and capitulation of the American 
capitalists. 
"By the time those children are seven or eight years old their 
minds have already become grooved in a vicious anti-American, anti- 
God, anti-everything spirit of hate. 
“The masters of the Kremlin do a terrible job with those 
youngsters,” he went on. “Instead of talking about subjects that 
arc a common demoninator for American kids, the Asiatic young­ 
ster has learned to parrot the Kremlin line with professional 
sureness. 
“Instead of quoting Ted Williams or Joe DiMaggio’s hatting 
averages or having a favorite team like the Yankees, Giants or 
Dodgers, they have only consuming passion, one relentless hate— 
hate America and everything not Communistic. 
“Everything will bo alright when the American capitalists are 
defeated . . . there can be no peace in the world until all capitalists 
are eliminated. . . . ” Those words spoken in a m atter of fact 
tone by a seven or eight-year old boy gives you something to think 
about, Father Drew adds. 
“You men have dedicated yourself to a commendable project,” 
Father Drew said in praise of men like Tommy Davitt, Dr. O'Connor 
and others who have given time, energy and money to the propaga­ 
tion of youth sports. 


“Never relax your work,” the priest cautioned. “It will pay 
handsome dividends in the future and I can think of no finer or 
more rewarding work than teaching young folks the tenets of 
Americanism and the things our way of life stand for. Little 
League, CVO, Kiwanis Federation and all the other sports move­ 
ments are doing a wonderful job. You and the city of Kingston 
should be proud of your local record in that field,” he concluded.

NBA Adopts 24-Second Rule, 
Rigid Penalty on Fouling 


New York, April 24 ( J P )—The N a­ 
tional 
Basketball 
Association 
cleared the way for its annual 
draft of college players today by 
eliminating its complicated play­ 
off system and adopting two new 
rules designed to end stalling and 
reduce fouling. 
The new playoff system, re­ 
placing 
the 
complicated 
round 
robin affair used this year, calls 
for the first three teams in each 
division to qualify for the play­ 
offs The winner of each division 
will draw a first round bye while 
the second and third place teams 
meet in a best of three series. 
The first round winners then 
clash with the division champions 
in a best of five series with the 
victors going into the finals in a 
best of seven series. 
To curtail stalling the league 


directors passed a rule forcing a 
team to shoot within 24 seconds 
after gaining possession of the 
ball. And to end fouling they ap­ 
proved a rule limiting a team to 
six personal fouls per quarter.

The shooting time limit will be in 
effect regardless where a team 
gains possession of the ball.

The personal foul rule carries 
a penalty clause of two shots for 
every foul over six.

It is generally presumed that 
rainbow 
trout 
migrate 
down­ 
stream when planted in a river. 
This peculiarity is so well known 
that many states will not stock 
rainbows in rivers that have ac­ 
cess to the sea. 
In unpolluted, undammed west­ 
ern coastal streams the rainbow 
is at home, because if he does go 
down to the ocean, he comes back 
a few years later weighing from 
five to ten times his average stay- 
in-the-river weight. 
A fish like the brook trout, on 
the ofher hand, is considered a 
lover ot cold temperatures and he 
is 
ordinarily 
stocked 
in 
small 
spring-fed 
brooks, 
or 
in 
river 
headwaters.

Now, the state of New Hamp­ 
shire lias come along with a set 
of statistics that showed a com­ 
plete reversal of expected m ig r a - 1 
tion tendencies, which may mean! 
that they have two races of trout 
which other states could well af­ 
ford to use. 
A 
complete 
creel 
cheek 
on 
anglers capturing 2225 trout dur­ 
ing the 1953 season enabled fish ; 
and game biologist Arthur New­ 
ell to prove that stocked "legal” j 
rainbow 
trout 
don’t 
run 
as 
heavily downstream after plant­ 
ing as do brook trout. The Newell 
study revealed that 49 per cent 
of the brook trout moved down­ 
stream but only 30 per cent of 
the rainbows followed the urge. ' 
On the other hand, 21 per cent 
ot the brookies, and 24 * per cent 
of the rainbows had movgd up. 
And 46 per cent of the rainbows 
caught were netted right where 
they had been stocked, as against 
30 per cent of the brook trout. 
The average distance of all fish 
moved from their point of stock­ 
ing was loss than one-and-one- 
half miles.

Raided in Jersey 


Sussex. N. J., April 24 </P»— 
State police last night raided a 
farm near hero and confiscated a 
huge still making 180-proof alco­ 
hol. 
Aided by Sheriff James Skok, 
the troopers swept down on^the 
farm owned by John Klecha. 37, in 
Wantage township. 
In the barn, they found what 
they described as one of the larg­ 
est stills ever seized in North 
Jersey. 


On the premises, they said, were 
eight fermentation vats with a 
5,000-gallon capacity each, plus a 
$5,000 gallon mixing vat and other 
equipment. 
They said they found a total of 
1,500 gallons of the alcohol, at an 
estimated sale price of $9,000. 
Police estimated-the still had a 
capacity of 2,000 gallons a day.
